S. 3 of c. 37 of tho Navised Laws provides that in caso 
of a yeeancy in the office of United States Senstor, you may fill 
the ean. by anpointrent until the rast sororal oloction, won enid 
woeares chnbl be fillet, this does not call for a "special 
Oleetion" within the rostrictive provisions of s, 2 of Cc. 33s 
which provides that the chapter (direct primary) shall not apply 
to enociol elections to fill vacancios. 








Shs, declarations of eendidacy for this office, togothor 
with 6100. filing feo, or 200 nomineting potitions, cust be filed 
$n accordance with the law not nore than sixty days nor less than 
forty-six days bofore the date of tro princary. Only in the event 
that no declaration is filed by ony condidete for the office and/or 
no petitions in behalf of a esndidste for this nomination, would 
the nomination be made by the party committce of the state, |
